London, Aug. 81.— The tone of the French 
press toward Russia to quite likely to take a 
'speedy and sweeping change, for their pras- 
snt tsmper is not at all indicative of the 
real sentiment entertained by the politicians, 
statesmen and journalists Of ths republic in 
regard to the northern power. Ths caress- 
ing and depreoatory language common to 
the Parisian prem from the Debate to the 
Boir but thinly veils the anxiety felt M to 
the future oourss of the caar's empire aad 
the real sentiment of hto advissra 

Ths fear and indignation with which they 
obeerre Russia oo(|uettuig witb Oermany 
now and then give place to hope aud gratu- 
lation, when such incident as a (rerman 
baiting in HiKMia seems to strain beyond eiN 
durauue the rt-latioiis between the two em- 
pires, but conviction is gradually possessing 
the Freaob mind that Oermany can outbid 
Franoe in the rivalry for Ruariaa 
and that the osar'a govaramsnt would aol 
hesitate long were the IfuMOvito power 
oompsUsd to ehoao balwaaa tha two 
tlons. 

There in without doubt an Intenne dislike 
of Ueriiian emit; i nuts ''•It by the lower and 
mi<idle claHt of iOi-ttiant, wbo cannot com- 
pete with ths Oermaus either as skilled 
lab er i or as tradere, but the Uennan ola> 
BMat oaa he quietly boycotted in Rumia 
without fiviag the viatiaai aay opportaaity 
for serious oomplaint, siaoeittottot probable 
that any further manifestations of Russian 
hatred for Oerman competition involving 
force or violent expulsion will be f ermitted 
by the authoritiee. 

It is quite obvious that the French news- 
papers are eagerly awaiting a |K>«4ible dif- 
ference between Uerniany and Kiiatia over 
the Bul,;arian question, but it is not likely 
that ttiey will liave an opportunity to dis- 
play their taleat for flna writing upon the 
subjeot Russia seems to be abundantly 
able to shape the policy of the nations 
•round her by simply keeping quiet and 
•waiting the giavatiou of events. Khe can 
at any tiiii» place heriMif 111 a position to 
rely implicitly upon tlio frimul-liip of Oer- 
many by giving thai loitioii a guni aiiteo of 
Russian neutrality in ca.se of war botweeu 
Gkrmaiiy an I Kranue, and if Kcrilinaiid does 
abt speedily display a proper amount of 
subssrvianoy the porte^ at the Instance of 
the eiar, can make it extremely uncomfort- 
able for the Bulgarian adventurer without 
fear that Oermany will interfere in his be- 
half.
